Which Words were hardly ut- 
ter d before the Battle v turn'd in his Fa- 
vour; and the King, with the Pope's Le- 
gate, and the chief Authors of the Trea- 
chery, were in a miſerable Manner de- 
ſtroy'd ; a juſt Reward for their Breach of 
Oath and Treaty of Peace. And as this, 
ſo other ſolemn Engagements have been 
broken through, to the great Effuſion of 
Blood; witneſs thoſe various Acts of Cruel- 
ty practiſed by (that Man of Blood) the 
late French King, among his Proteſtant 
Subjects, contrary to the great and ſolemn 
Promiſes made to them for their good Ser- 
vices : And if he; as a learned Prelate faith,
